! In the beginning of the secession move- 
| ment in this country, the English Press, with 
hardly an exception, professed to see and to 
i deplore in the event the failure of the latest 
I and most brilliant scheme of republican lib* 
| erty which had been witnessed in modern 
I times. English journals set the example in 
; taking this view of the subject, and just at 
| the moment when the masterly course of the 
| seceded States is beginning to afford a thor- 
; ough refutation of the opinion, we find it 
j adopted and repeated by shallow-pated jour- 
\ naiista in the Northbclonging to the Black Re- 
' publican party. Some of them say that if 
Fort Sumter be given up to the South, it will 
prove that the Union was a splendid delu- 
sion, that the Constitution was a mistake, and 
the Government a blunder. Others say that 
if Mr. Lincoln's Administration fail to en- 
force the collection of duties along the South- 
ern coast, and for all practical purposes re- 
establish the authority of the United States 
jn the seceded States, it will explode the the- 
ory of American liberty and exhibit the utter 
inefficiency of the Federal system. Now it 
happens that the very facts on which these 
political philosophers would base an argument 
against American liberty, are peculiarly cal- 
culated to vindicate it before the world, and 
to reassure us of its inestimable advantages. 
If there was any saving principle in that sys- 
tem whose failure they are so ready to pro- 
claim, it was precisely that principle which 
developed itself in the secession movement; 
it was precisely that enlightened conviction 
of justice, and that determined adherence to 
right, as guaranteed expressly, or by logical 
construction, in the Constitution, which led 
the States of the Southern Confederacy 
peacefully and effectually to repudiate a Gov- 
ernment which had degenerated into a mere 
«yinbol and agent of a despotic sectional ma- 
jority. In acting thus, they gave a new ex- 
pression, a new baptism, a new sanctuary to 
American liberty. The old oppression had 
been fatally misinterpreted and perverted; 
the old baptism had lost its sacramental vir- 
tue; the old sanctuary was defiled with abom- 
inations and filled with hideous idols. 

And another fact is worth}" of especial con- 
sideration. Never in the history of the world 
was a revolution in a cou'itry of such extent 
and of such numbers effected without blood- 
shed, without social convulsions, and with 
such order, and precision, and logical appli- 
cation of means to the accomplishment of re- I 
suit. AVhere could we look for a more deci- 
sive and eloquent vindication of American 
liberty? If it be said that this extraordinary 
example is not to be ascribed wholly to Amer- 
ican liberty, then it follows that Southern in- 
stitutions and Southern character were the 
other elements of the problem which has re- 
ceived so beneficent a solution. But it is im- 
possible in the long run to separate systems 
of government from the character of a peo- 
ple. American liberty would be a vain ab- 
straction w ithout a people imbued with its i 
principles, and resolved with heart and hand ! 
to maintain them. It is "men, high-minded | 
men, who constitutea State." While fanatics 
and aggressors are fretting over blasted 
schemes of spoliation and dominion; while! 
they are deploring the consequences of their 
own disregard of the true principles of Amer- 
ican liberty; while the ingredients of the 
poisoned chalice which they had mixed for 
others are commended to their own lips, and 
they stand appalled, after their idle threats 
of desolating the South through survile insur- 
rection, or of conquering it by force of arms, 
at the danger of financial ruin and social chaos 
at home, the Southern Confederacy stands 
before the world in an attitude of moral sub- 
limity, of political dignity, and of military I 
invincibility. And to what is this due but to 
American liberty, strengthened by Southern 
Institutions, and illustrated by Southern char- 
actor. 

Public opinion in Europe is beginning fill- 
ly to appreciate the attitude of the South. : 
and expresses itself with a force and decision [ 
that the North can neither despise nor mitt- 1 
gate. The Paris Pays, in a late number, says: | 
"Public opinii n will soon comprehend the 
true policy for both sides of the Atlantic, and 
w ill find for the vast interest at stake in the 
American crisis a satisfactory solution, name- 
ly: peaceful separation, without conflict, with- 
out war, instead of a disruption by violence, 
or a Union maintained bv force. '

A Sunday in Montgomery. 

Montgomery, March 19, 18C1. 
There is no city in the world, none even 
, among the puritanical cities of the east, 
j where the Sabbath is more regularly observ- 
' ed than in this capital of the Confederate 
' States. The following little candid expose of 
I my first Sunday experience may prove it : 

After eating breakfast, I stepped to tho 
I door of the hotel with the view of buying the 
morning paper; found the newsboy loitering 
listlessly round his accustomed stand; didn t 
observe him closely, and communicated my 
wish. 

'• What! you don't want to buy a paper on 
Sunday, do you?" I answered that I did. 
• Well, sir, 1 can't sell em, cause the law's 
agin selling papers on Sunday.'' 

I didn't really care much for a paper, and 
thought I would just step round to the cigar 
store and forget my little disappointment in 
the consoling clouds of a mild Havana. Met 
the cigar vender a few steps from his door; 
drew fivo cents from my vest, and told hilar 
my wish. "Couldn't do it, sir: would be in 
violation of the twenty-fifth ordinance, pro- 
hibiting the sale of cigars on Sunday, and the 
fine would be fifty dollars." " Verv well, sir, 
keep your cigars. I suppose that I can get a j 
cup of coffee at the market, and that will 
stimulate as much as one of your very infe- 
rior cabbage leaves." Saying this, I posted 
off for the market place. Now. just imagine 
my feelings when I got to the market. There 
wasn't a beef man, nor a fruit man, nor a cof- 
fee stand in the quiet market, of this quiot 
city, on this very quiet Sunday. 

I seldom drink, but desperation will lead 
to anything. I 11 go to the hotel; I'll see the 

generous landlord, and I'll get a drink of 

and water. I saw him. " Lord bless your 
soul, sir, couldn't think of opening the bar- 
room to-day ; it would be in direct violation 
of the thirty-ninth ordinance, prohibiting the 
sale of liquor on Sunday." 

Met a friend, told the state of my feelings. 
He knew of a place round the corner — round 
an alley — round a house — where a fellow sold 
lager beer on the sly ; went lo the place; pshaw! 
every door closed ; wenttotherearand found a 
back door open ; went in ; found lawyers, 
Dutchmen, doctors — room full and lager plen- 
ty; sat down to a side-table; forgave the 
Town Council, and called for two glasses. 
" Don't sell lager here on Sunday, sir. The 
city law is against it." " Well, sir, will you 
be so kind as to tell me how all these gentle- 
men get it?'' "(>, they take dinner, sir." 
"Well, how much for a dinner?" "One 
dime, sir." I took a look — nothing but bread 
and cheese for dinner ; s-it down at tho long 
table; heard a fellow call for another mug of I 
soup; saw the waiter hand him a mug ofl 
beer ; hid to eat something before we could | 
get anything to drink ; tried a piece of cheeso i 
— horrid stuff; /called for soup, and at last j 
got two mugs of that article, made from hops 
and barley ; went home ; threw myself on 
the bed; fell asleep; had nightmare; thought j 
I was about to be taken up for disregarding j 
tho seventy-fourth ordinance, entitled an or- | 
dinance to prevent nil persons from eating, j 
sleeping, thirsting, talking, or doing anything j 
on Sunday; woke up; didn't even ask the 
landlord for supper; knew it would be in vio- | 
lation of the seventy-fifth ordinance, which | 
provides a-rainst eating supper on Sunday 
nieht.

RESOLUTION. 

M. CHAMBERS offered a resolution limi- 
ting speeches to 10 minutes, except upon the 
resolutions concerning the navigation of the 
Mississippi river. 

Mr. 1'R ALL proposed to add the report of 
the Committee on Federal Relations. 

Mr. MARSHALL demanded the previous 
question, which was ordered upon a call of the 
yeas and nays. 

The question then recurring upon the 
amendment proposed by Mr. PR ALL, the 
yeas and nays were taken, and the amend- 
ment was rejected. 

SPECIAL ORDER. 

An act to amend the charters of the banks 
of Kentucky. 

Mr. ANDREWS moved to lay the bill on 
the table. The yeas and nays being taken 
thereon, resulted as follows: 

Yeas — Messrs. Andrews, Chambers, Dar- 
nabv, Davidson, DeHaven, Denny, Grover, 
Irvan, Marshall, Simpson, and Taylor — 11. 

Nays — Messrs. Speaker, (Porter) Alex- 
ander, Anthony, Bruncr, Cissell, Cosby, Fisk, 
Gibson, Gillis, Glenn, Grundy. Haycraft, 
Jenkins, Johnson, McBraver, Pennebaker, 
Prall, Read. Rhea, Roosseau, J.!ust, Wait. 
Walker, Walton, and Whitaker— 25. 

Mr. PRALL moved to strike out the 10th 
section which reads as follows: 

That the Northern Rank of Kentucky, 
Bank of Kentuckv, Bank of Louisville, Bank 
of Ashland, and Southern Bank, be, and 
they aro hereby, alllowed to issuo notes 
of not less denomination than one dollar, any- 
thing in the acts restricting said banks to the 
contrary notwithstanding; but this section 
shall not be in force for a longer period than 
three years, nor unless the loans contemplated 
herein are made. 

The yeas and nays being taken, resulted as 
follows : 

Yeas — Messrs. Speaker (Porter,) Cham- 
bers, Darnabv, Davidson, Gibson, Grover, 
Prall. Rhea, and Walker— 0. 

Nays — Messrs. Alexander, Anthony, An- 
drews, Bruner, Cissell, Cosby, DeHaven. 
Denny, Fisk, Gillis, Glenn, Grundy Haycraft, 
Irvan, Jenkins, Johnson, Marshall, McBray- 
er, Pennebaker, Rousseau, Rust, Simpson, 
Taylor, Wait, Walton, and Whitaker — 20. 

An amendment allowing the banks to ac- 
cept any or all of the provisions of the bill, 
was rejected. . 

Mr. WALKER moved to strike out the 7th 
section. Rejected. 

Mr. ANDREW'S demanded the previous 
question, which was ordered. 

The bill then passed by yeas and nays, as 
follows :

So the bill passed. 

The following is the bill : 

i> 1. lie it enacttd by the General As- 
sembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, | committee 
That it shall and may be lawful for the banks 
of issue in the State of Kentucky, on the 15th 
day of April, 1881, to re-issue, in bank notes 
of denominations not le.-s that one nor more 
Hi m fifty dollars, the sum of two millions 
of dollars, redeemable in gold or silver 
at the expiration of two years from and 
after the date of such re-issue; the amount 
aforesaid to be issued by the following named 
banks, in proportion to the capital stock ac- 
tually taken and paid in, viz: The Commer- 
cial Bank, the Southern Bank, the People's 
Bank, Bank of Louisville, the Bank of Ken- 
tucky, the Farmers' Bank, the Northern 
Bank, and the Bank of Ashland. 

i> 2. That the re-issuc aforesaid shall be 
duly made known and designated by writing 
or stamping on the faceqf each bank note re- 
issued: this, the loth day of April, 1801, and 
countersigned bv the cashier of such bank. 

{} 3. That it shall be the duty of the afore- 
said banks, within three months after the loth 
day of April, 1801, to loan to thecitizensof each 
of the ten Congressional districts, upon new 
accommodations, in sums of not morethanone 
thousand dollars to each individual applicant, 
to be paid in calls of not more than ten per 
cent, upon the original amount loaned for the 
first two one hundred and twenty daye laid 
loan shall run, and not more than twenty per 
cent, for each one hundred and twenty days 
it may afterwards run, an amount not less 
than two hundred thousand dollars to each of 
the Congressional districts in the State of 
Kentucky : Provided, That if there should 
not be suitable and satisfactory application! 
for the amount to which any district may be 
entitled before the 15th day of July next, 
then the said banks may lend in larger sums 
than one thousand dollars: And provided fur- 
Jhcr, That if .-aid banks fail to make the loans 
n>^^i provided for within tin' linn- stated, for 
thewSnt of proper and satisfactory applica- 
tions therefor, then the .-aid banks shall have 
the benefits of the provisions of this act, in 
case they shall make the loans aforesaid to the 
amount named in the year 1801 : Provided, 
That if any of the persons fail to renew at 
the time aforesaid, the banks aforesaid shall 
have the right to enforce the payment of all 
that such persons may owe such banks. 

\ 4. It shall be the duty of the Commercial 
Bank, and the Bank of Ashland, to make the 
Baid loans in districts 1 and 9; and the South- 
ern Bank and People s Bank to make said 
loans in districts 2 and 8, to be di-tributed be- 
tween the Commercial Bank, and Bank of 
Ashland, and the Southern Bank, and Peo- 
ple s Bank, pro rata, according to the amount 
of capitol stock; the Bank of Kentucky and 
Bank of Louisville to make said loans in 4, 5, 
and 7 ; the Farmers' Bank and Northern 
Bank to make said loans in districts G, 8, and 
10. 

\ 5. It shall be the duty of said banks, in 
making loans herein provided for, to divide 
the sum going to each district among the 
several counties composing such district, in 
proportion to the number of voters in each 
countv respectively, as near asmay be: Provi- 
ded, Thatif there be not good and satisfactory 
applications from any county forthe full amount 
for which such county is entitled within nine- 
ty days from the 15th April, 1801, then said 
banks may lend the remainder of the share 
of such county to citizens of other counties in 
the same district. 

\ 6. That the re-issue provided for in this 
act, when made conformable thereto, shall be 
taken and received in payment and discharge 
of all dues and demands to the State of Ken- 
tucky, and all debts now owing to, or debts 
hereafter made payable to, said banks, and 



lawful for said banks to require all holders of 
their notes presenting the same for redemp- 
tion to deposit the same, on a certificate of the 
cashier of such bank, thirty days before gold 
and silver shall be demanded in payment 
thereon. The circulation of two millions 
herein mentioned must be in addition to the 
circulation said banks had out on the first dav 
of January, 1801.

Report of the Committee on Federal Re- 
lations in relation to a Border State Conven- 
tion. 

The question being upon the adoption of the 
minority report as a substitute for the major- 
ity report, 

Mr. CISSELL moved to amend the substi- 
tute as follows : 

Amend by striking out all after the enact- 
ing clause, in 1st sec, and insert — 

That an election shall be held on the 1st 
Monday in June next, at all the election pre- 
cincts in this State, to elect ten delegates to a 
convention of the border States, and such 
other slave States as may see proper to meet 
us at Louisville, Ky.; and said delegates shall 
be voted for and selected by the legally quali- 
fied voters of each Congressional district, in 
the same manner that Congressmen are now 
elected; and the same laws which apply to 
and regulatethe mode of the election of Con- 
gressmen, by the qualified voters of each Con- 
gressional district, shall apply to and govern 
the election of said delegate-. 

The yeas and nays were taken as follows : 
Nays — Messrs. Speaker, ( Porter) Anthony, 
Chambers, CissclL Darnabv, Davidson, Gib- 
son. Glenn, Grover, Grundy, Irvan, Johnson, 
Mr Braver, and Ru-t — 14.

So the amendment was rejected. 
Various amendments were suggested and 
voted upon by yeas and nays and rejected.

So the' amendment was adopted, asa sub- 
stitute for the majority report. 
Tt reads as follows : 

We do not concur with the majority of the 
either as to tho mode of the elec- 
tion of delegates to the proposed Convention, 
or with respect to the place where it shall be 
held. 

As the delegates arc to act for the whole 
State, they ought to represent the views of a 
majority of the people of the State. In order 
that they may do this, they should be elect- 
ed by the State at large, in the same manner 
in which State officers are elected. If they 
are elected by districts, it might result in the 
election of delegates in some of the districts 
who would be inimical to the preservation of 
the Union, although the sentiments of a very 
large majority of the people of the State 
should be decidedly in favor of its pescrva- 
tion. Should this occur, we would have a di- 
vided representation, inefficient in its action, 
and destitute of its proper weight and influ- 
ence in the Convention. All tho delegates 
should be actuated by the same motives, and 
have the same object in view, so that acting 
in concert they might be able to act with suc- 
cess and efficiency. 

The principal reason of electing members 
of Congre-s by districts, is, that they may be 
enabled to understand anil attend to the local 
interests of their immediate constituents. This 
reason does not apply to these delegates. They 
will not have any local interests to foster or 
promote. The interests and welfare of the 
whole State, and not merely a particular part 
thereof, will be intrusted to theircare. They 
should therefore be elected by a general vote 
of the people, in order that they may be in 
reality what they are designed to be, the ac- 
tual representatives of the whole State in the 
proposed Convention. 

As the proposition for a Convention of the 
border slave States originated in the State of 
Virginia, and Frankfort, Ky., is the place 
named in that proposition, we ought, as an 
act of courtesy and respect, to agree to tho 
place proposed by that State. The Conven- 
tion, when it assembles, can, if it be deemed 
expedient to do so, adjourn its session to any 
other more suitable place in the State. Forthis 
reason we arc in favor of designating Frank- 
fort as the place at which the Convention 
shall meet. 

We herewith report a bill in conformity 
with these views, and to carry them into effect, 
which we offer as a substitute for the bill re- 
ported by a majority of the committee. 

" JAMES SIMPSON, 
THORNTON F. MARSHALL. 
The undersigned, one of the Committee on 
Federal Relations, concurs with the minority, 
so far as they indicate a preference for Frank- 
fort as the place for the proposed Convention, 
and the first Saturday in May as the time for 
the election of delegates.

i 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That an 
election shall be held on the first Saturdav in 
May next, at all the election precincts in this 
State, to elect twelve delegates to aconvention 
ofthe border slave States, and such other slave 
States as have not passed ordinances of seces- 
sion, to meet at Frankfort, Kentucky; and said 
delegates shall be voted for and elected by tho 
State at large, in the same manner that State 
officers are now elected, and the same laws 
which apply to and regulate the mode of 
the election of State officers by the qualified 
voters of the whole State, shall apply to and 
govern the election of said delegates." 

\ 2. That the persons who may be thus elect- 
ed, shall be commissioned by the Gover-

Mr. FINN moved to lay the bill and 
amendment on the table. Rejected — yeas 44, 
navs 40. 

Mr. UNDERWOOD opposed the pa«sige 
of the bill on the ground that it was uncon- 
stitutional to grant exclusive privileges to 
particular counties. 

Mr. BUCKNER was opposed to the bill, 
because he thought it favored speculators to 
the prejudice of farmers, mechanics, and la- 
borers. 

Mr. MACHEN advocated tho passage of 
the bill. He thought the farmers, mechanics, 
and laborers would be materially benefitted 
by the operations of the bill. They are those 
who are asking for the passage of such a 
measure, and he hoped the relief would be 
granted.

The bill was then passed by the following 
yeas 48, nays 44. 

COMMUNICATION. 

Tho SPEAKER presented a communica- 
tion from the Auditor in response to a reso- 
lution in relation to money paid to pro tern, 
judges in the 1st Judicial district for the past 
three years. 

SPECIAL ORDERS. 

A bill for the benefit of the proprietors and 
lessees of the Mommoth Cave. 

Mr. GOODLOE moved to strike out the 
first section of the bill in relation to billiard 
tables and bowling allies. Adopted — veas 
52. nays 27. 

And the bill, as amended, was then passed. 

A bill for the benefit of Jno B. Pearce. 
Rejected. 

REPORT FROM COMMITTEE ON FEDERAL RE- 
LATIONS. 

The House then took up for consideration 
the majority and minority reports of the Com- 
mittee on Federal Relations. 

[They have heretofore been reported in the 
proceedings of this House.] 

Mr. MACHEN moved for a call of the 
roll. Adopted. 

Mr. MACHEN moved a call of tho House. 
Withdrawn. 

Mr. GOODLOE moved the previous ques- 
tion. Sustained. Yeas 48. navs 45. 

The question was then upon the preamble 
and first resolutions of the majority report, 
which areas follows, viz: 

Whereas, The following'* amendment to 
the Constitution ofthe United States has been 
proposed by Congress to the Legislatures of 
their several States for their ratification, viz: 

"No amendment shall be made to" the Consti- 
tution which will authorize or give Congress 
power to abolish or interfere within any State, 
w ith the domestic institutions thereof, includ- 
ing that of persona held to labor or service by 
the laws of said State. " 

And whereas, Said proposed amendment, 
although it fails to secure to the slave States 
all the rights to which they are justly en- 
titled, and therefore cannot "be received or 
treated by them as an adjustment of existing 
difficulties, does remove one cause of appre- 
hended danger, and evinces a disposition on 
the part of the people of the North to make 
some advances towards a reconciliation with 
their Southern brethren, and may. and it is 
hoped will, lead in a spirit of concession and 
compromise to its final consummation ; there- 
fore, 

1. Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the afore- 
said proposed amendment to the Constitution 
ofthe United States be, and the same is here- 
by, ratified by this Legislature. 

Mr. LEACH asked for a division of the 
question. 



Upon the first resolution the vote stood thus 
— yeas 95, nays 2. 

The second Resolution which read as fol- 
lows viz: 

2. Resolved, That the Governor of this 
State be. and he is hereby, directed to forward 
a copy of these resolutions, and the preamble 
thereto, to the President ofthe United States, 
with a request that he will communicate the 
same to Congress when it next convenes. 

Which was adopted by the following vote: 
yeas 92, nays 1. 

Mr. HODGE moved to strike out the pre- 
amble to the foregoing resolutions: 

He objected to the wording of the pream- 
ble. He did not wish to commit Kentucky by 
its wording. He argued, that by the spirit of 
the United States Constitution, Congress had 
not, as stated in the preamble, proposed an 
amendment to the Constitution. He was of 
opinion that it required a majority of two 
thirds of Congress to propose amendments to 
the Constitution. The delegations from sev- 
en States had retired from Congress, and the 
amendment was not proposed by a constitu- 
tional majority of that body. Therefore the 
declaration was not true in fact. 

He also rejected to the declaration that the 
proposed amendment "does remove one cause 
of apprehended danger.'' He did not be- 
lieve the declaration — the Republican party 
never had claimed the right to interfere with 
slavery in the slave States. Ho therefore 
did not believe the proposition removed a 
cause of apprehended danger. 

He did not believe that the proposed amend- 
ment to the Constitution evinced a "spirit of 
concession and compromise'' by the Northern 
States. It was not true that it was a conces- 
sion- on their part. They do not claim the 
right, and had conceded nothing. He could 
not be induced to vote for an assertion which 
he knew to be untrue. 

He entered into a powerful and elaborate 
argument to show that the Republican party, 
as evinced by their public speakers, their 
newspapers, and the appointments of Mr. 
Lincoln, did not possess a spirit of concilia- 
tion or compromise. They had not departed 
from their Chicago platform a single inch. 
Not one solitary act of the present adminis- 
tration was calculated to inspire hope that the 
North was inclined to listen to our appeals 
for the recognition of our just rights. The 
withdrawal of the Federal troops "from Fort 
Sumter had been heralded over the country 
as a peace offering, when it is well known 
that that act resulted from dire necessity. 
Lincoln could neither reinforce, nor retain it. 

When a distinguished Kentuckian was men- 
tioned as likely to receive the appointment to 
the bench of the Supremo Court, a hope was 
indulged that the Administration was about 
to entertain a feeling of concession and com- 
promise, but that hope was without founda- 
tion. 

AVith these facts so glaring, he could not 
vote for the preamble. He wanted no pre- 
amble of any kind attached to the amendment 
to the Constitution. 

( We do not pretend to give more than a very I 
meagre synopsis of tho points Mr. Hodge I 
made. His arguments conclusively demon- 
strated the impropriety of adopting the ob- 
noxious preamble, that, by a parliamentary 
movement, was forced on the consideration 
of the House, to the exclusion of the minority 
report of the committee. Before the conclu- 
sion of his speech, the hour of two o'clock 
having arrived, the Speaker pronounced the

SENATE— EXTRA SESSION. I 

Washington, March 28. 
Mr. Trumbull oflered a resolution declaring 
that, in the opinion of the Senate, the true 
way to preserve the Union is to enforce the 
laws of the Union ; that resistance to the en- 
forcement, whether under the name of. anti- 
coercion or any other name, is disunion ; and 
that it is theduty of the President to use all the 
means in his power to hold and protect the 
public property ofthe United States, and to en- 
force the laws thereof, as well in the States 
of South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, Florida, Louisiana, and Texas, as 
within the other States ofthe Union. 

Mr. Trumbull said he offered the resolution 
as an expression ofthe views he entertained. 
He desired to have it printed, and would be 
glad if he could have a vote upon it. 

Mr. Bright — All on this sideof the chamber 
will be glad fo have a vote now. 

Mr. Sumner moved that the Senate proceed 
with Executive business. 

The Senate then went into Executive ses- 
sion 

On opening the doors, Messrs. Baker and 
Bright were appointed a committee to wait 
upon the President and inform him that the 
Senate was ready to adjourn. 
Several Executive messages were received. 
The Senate again went into Executive ses- 
sion. Subsequently, a resolution involving 
j-0,000 or 87,000 for the purchase oftheannals 
of Congress and Register of Debates, was dis- 
cussed and postponed until December. 

The President having no further communi- 
cation to make, the Senate, at 4 o'clock, ad- 
journed sine die.
